whose means will not permit them to 
purchase for themselves, that it culti- 
vates a taste tor good reading and thus 
mightily counteracts tho pernicious influ- 
ence of the trashy books nnd papers 
which publishers, -with more o£ enterprise 
thau good taste, supply for youthful 
readers; and that in general a free libra- 
ry is a means oC good. 


All this is true, but yet the impres- 


sion is made that a 
free 
library 


is 
a 
charitable 
institution, 
and 


that those who support it should do so 
fro<u tho motives ol benevolence, TUe 
motive is commendable. It is well to 
work for the library, because by it we 
can help those wiio may need our help. 
But it is a fact, and it is this fact that is 
now urged, that the library is a benefit 
to'all the readers of the community. The 
poor are interested m it; so are the rich. 
The ivoz'kmgman may plead for it, as for 
sometniug especially advantageous to 
him and.hiB fellows;'aud so may his em- 
ployer, feeling that the benefits resulting 
from the library to him are fully as great 
«9 those enjoyed by his employe. The 
man whoso book shelves lire filled with 
many well selected volumes will find a 
well furnished public library, not only a 
convenience, but a necessity, quits as 
much so as the i.mu whose books are Cew 
and whoso inoau." .ire limited. 


Those whs can all'ord to purchase all 


the books that they iniiy^ wish . to read, 
and 
purliciilarly 
to 
purchase 
all 


those books which aro designed for refer- 
ence ratuer than consecutive reading, are 
very few. Even those readers who aro 
for removed from tho need oC charity, 
offcea find that they wish to raacl a book, 
and more frequently consult a book, 
which they do not own and which, they 
cannot afford to buy; and more frequent- 
ly, perhaps, these persons wish to Lave 
access to all the current magazines aud 
reviews, while they, and indeed very 
many Cew people, can n/l'ord to become 
regular subscribers to all tlio periodicals 
of this, character. 
"Wbnre there is no 


public library.these persons mrast organ- 
ize a system of borrowing. If they wish 
to read a book which they do not own, 
and which they cannot buy, they must 


search for it among their friends, and 
often the search is vain. 
If they wish 


to examine more magazines and reviews 
than they can regularly purchase, tfrey 
organize a club, which ia a system of 
regulated borrowing. Thus at a consid- 
erable expense of time and trouble, and 
no inconsiderable expense of money, they 
try to secure the advantages which a free 
library is designed to afford. 


What has beeu said applies to all read- 


ers, rich and poor, old and young. ,,A.ny 
man who reads will find that his-- reading 
carries him boyond his own library.' It is 
safe to say that any man in Janes ville who 
wishes to keep well informed will find; it 
necessary to have recourse to a public li- 
brary, or to ssme substitute for]a library. 


We would thus plead for a free library, 


not for the poor nor for the rich, nor for 
any one class; but for all. All need it. 
A free library is a general benefit.
